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Allen, Hervey 
THE CITY IN THE DAWN $3.50 
An extraordinarily successful and novel venture in editing this, and for the 
many who have read one or two but not the while of the Allen series, the coordinating of 
the parts into one while, with a final chapter written before Hervey Allen's untimely 
death, will be an answer to a sense of incompleteness. People who have read none of the 
books will find it - in this new giant edition - an enriching experience in a frontier 
novel out of America's past. Allen has reversed the usual process in telling the story 
of a lad, part Irish, part Indian, who bucks the tide of westward passage in the mid 
18th century to come from the forest which gave him birth to the city of his dreams. 
The Forest and the Fort (still my favorite of the three completed books) is left almost 
intact; Bedford Village which carries his adventures one part of the way towards civil- 
ization, has an enormous amount of new material to offer the student; Toward the Morning, 
set for the most part in the region around Carlisle, has been skilfully pruned of much 
of the extraneous matter that weighed it down. And the final new section picks up some 
of the dropped threads and brings them together in the picture of the triumphant ar- 
rival of Salathiel, Melissa, Bridget- under the escort of Yates - in bustling Philadel- 
phia, "the city in the dawn". Better than just a trick of merchandising, which many of 
us had feared it would be, this is a brilliant piece of editing, and has good possi- 
bilities.

Tilsley, Frank Messner 
CHAMPION ROAD $3.50 


* A vast chronicle which stems from a tradition of life-drawn realism, invests 
a tremendous amount of solidity and vitality in its background of the lower English mid- 
dle class, and achieves an outstandingly consistent character in Jonathan Briggs, whose 
bravado and belligerence, exuberance and endurance carries his story through some 
odd pages. Ridden by a success drive which never falters, Jonathan beats his way up 
from a job in a cotton mill to the building trade, marries his Nellie who had also learn- 
ed to fight for herself in a hard school and whose quick tongue gives him little peace. 
Jonathan's sharp dealings bring in bigger and bigger returns, earn him the resistance 
of Nellie who had never wanted much beyond the respectability of living on Champion Road, 
and as he moves up in the world- he moves up also in his taste for other women. But at 
the close, when he finds that his son Steven has been corrupted by his younger mistress, 
has gone into the black market, Jonathan deliberately forces himself into bankruptcy to 
turn his son's taste for easy money and return him to the girl he should marry... Taking 
on much of the energy and stamina of its central character, this is a hearty, holding 
story of a man of many ambitions and enterprises which will have the backing of the

First published in England in 1946, this takes its place with his other titles- 
Loving, Nothing, ete. Full of air and fluff and rose light, ani sometimes more serious 
too, Back is about Charley Summers- a very quiet man who returns from war and a German 
prison camp with a couple of strikes against him; his lady love Rose is dead and he now 
has a peg leg. Set for the most part in a suburb and in an office in London, Charley tries 
to adjust to a Roseless world- a world which insists on being diffused with rose colors, 
rose words and horrid rose puns. Dead Rose devours him on the one hand and government 
contracts (he deals in parabolam, bird droppings, needle valves, etc.) on the other, and 
one day he meets what he supposes to be Rose.

A fairly antagonistic heroine - Laura - whose public life, of sweetness and 
light, and child guidance, is at variance with her marriage to Henry, by whom she has had 
two children, but for whom she has too little use or affection. When some of her frustra- 
tions spill over into her outside world, Laura learns that her doubledealing aim for per- 
sonal limelight backfires and that it is Henry who alone can save her. The obstacles she 
has to face - in a school board election where she is to manage the campaign for Dr. Booth 
(who, when he learns her plans for his election are invalid) - are an affair, cold ami — 
selfish on her part, with a young doctor, the candidacy of an old beau, and her own prob- 
lem of using men as weapons and keeping her public face a mask for her private beliefs... 
The dissoultion of a woman, in not too pretty terms, this is formfitted for women readers.

Harcourt, Brace 


Yorke, Susan 
THE WIDOW $3.00 
A first novel which displays a certain virtuosity, an almost exasperating con- 
centration on the subtler reflexes in human relationships, and the artifice of anonymity 
of time and place and character. This follows the deliberate, devastating progress of the 
widow (as she is known) as she determines to ruin the lover (for whom she writes this 
record)- a younger man to whom marriage would be impossible. Resenting his friendship 
with a young man (here known as the "stooge"), she selects a young woman (ibid- the “no- 
via") for him to marry. Thereby she will offset his friend's attentions and set off her 
own attractions to greater advantage- since the girl she has selected is quite plain. And 
by the close, through a series of disasters to her lover- circumstantial and contrived- 
she drives him to suicide, but finds that in so doing she has also destroyed her own youth. 
For all its venom, and its irony, this is still a rather arid — of passions which 
are intellectualized and attenuated.

Aldanov, Mark Scribner 
THE ESCAPE $3.50 


A dark, introspective glimpse at a group of upper middle class intelligentsia in 
St.Petersburg on the eve of and during the early stages of the Russian Revolution,this is a 
confused story with intermittently brilliant scenes and character sketches. From its con- 
trived beginning to its inconclusive end, it holds up a mirror to the gay but decadent world 
of the well-to-do Russian at a time when his armies were crumbling before the Germans and 
his country was yielding to subterranean schism. The murder of a rich banker in a flat 
where he entertained his women involves a rich lawyer and a converted Jew, his luxury-lov- 
ing daughter and her British fiance, a distinguished chemist who has a loathesome fascina- 
tion, an Investigating Magistrate and his son. There are banquets, balls, sleigh rides 
through snow-covered St. Petersburg, then the contrast of the revolution, and though there 
are elements here of distinction, unity is gravely lacking. We question whether Aldanov 
has ever reached a popular public.

Dickens, Monica Whittlesey House 


FLOWERS ON THE GRASS a “126 
———— 
Embracing all levels of society, this is the trouble-laden saga of Daniel Brett, 
psychologically displaced after the war, unwilling to face any responsibility, and bring- 
ing wreck and ravage in his train. With the death of his wife, who was gentling him into 
home life, he finds refuge in a boarding house where his drunkenness hurts a maid, another 
lodging where the landlady wakes up to the fact that he is not reliable, on to a tutorship 
which does not help his epileptic pupil, a job as a teacher where he is almost the cause 
of, but turns out to be the savior, of a devoted young girl student in the school. It is 
the hospital, and a neighboring patient who brings him back to a small sense of obligation 
that makes him bestow undreamed of happiness on a young couple. Stop-watch episodes ,this 
offers a panorama of post-war England and many of its problems...readable if erratic.

Calkins, Clinch Harper 
LADY ON THE HUNT $2.75 


A fairly outsize extravaganza pictures the plight of man of distinction, Caleb 
Treat's difficulties with local Virginia farmers when he plans the opening meet for the 
New leicestershire Hunt Club. His fabulous wealth, the emollient efforts of Mag Winters, 
who is running his stable for him, the importance of the meet, all count for naught against 
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the embattled farmers. The coming of super-film star, Delilah Winsor, and her stand-in 
secretary, the efforts of a strange young Englishman to prove his worth on horseback, the 
sensational aspects of the preparations, all blow up into a wry, crisp caricature of the 
huntin’ set and its unworldly ways. That smart operator Treat's hunt turns out to be a 
success - even if it is the first and last of its kind - is topped by a neat twist in get- 
ting Caleb out of the horse country and on to the bounding main. Here and there some fun- 
ny enough moments - but on the whole not only special interests for this but an acquired 
taste.

THE UNEASY YEARS $3.00

THE HOME PLACE $2.75 


I loved Hound Dog Man and felt it never got the audience it deserved. Now comes 
Fred Gipson's second book, with fewer ingredients of sure popularity (or so I felt- in the 
dog and boy theme of the first book), but again with that contagious love of the outdoors. 
He has told this time the story of a country-bred man- a Texan - who stakes everything he 
has in buying back the old home place, and bringing his motherless boys and homesick old 
grandfather away from the city where he's never felt he belonged. The house is a ram- 
shackle shell; the furnishing sparse and inadequate; the fields eroded and crop-worn; and 
nature refuses to cooperate. But he’s home again, is Sam Crockett, and the old man's tales 
grow increasingly picturesque as nostalgia for the days of his youth battles the restric- 
tions of modern fenced-in ranches which curb his hunting and fishing. To city-bred boys 
there are overwhelming problems of adjustment, particularly to sensitive, frightened Steve. 
But the femily bond was strong, and there was a depth of understanding and sympathy that 
bridged all gaps - even the seemingly insuperable economic one, while Sam fought through 
to a measure of success. Throughout, there is a tenuous thread of romance - a bitter story 
of a battle with a chiselling neighbor - and the intense all-pervading sense of the pull 
of the country itself. The old grandfather is a grass-roots figure, a humorous, almost 
folklore character. And how Fred Gipson can write! There isn't the legend in the making 
quality the other book had- nor the sentimental appeal. But it has a warm humanity and 
much of poetry too. 


Wickenden, Dan Morrow 
THE DRY SEASON / $3.50 


A fictional story with an atmospheric setting- in which somehow the background 
takes precedence over the story, and almost succeeds in absorbing and immobilizing the 
characters. The cycle begins and ends with Paul Davey, middle westerner, who is running 
away from the claims of his upbringing, rural small town, and from the memories of an un- 
happy marriage that ended with his wife's suicide, of his approach to- his departure from 
Guatemala, by air. A modern miracle brings into sharp relief the primitiveness of this 
part of Central America, and here Paul seeks- and for a time thinks he has found an answer. 
He will be a painter. He might even be an administrator of a coffee finca. He finds him- 
self ensnared by the sultry charm of the country, the slow-motion pattern of life, the 
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ineffectualness of the foreigners captured and held by the manana rhythms. There's path- 
etic little lonely old Mrs. Eckles, kept at a distance by her children, who don't want to 
be managed; there's Ellen and Silas, chafing at matrimony, at divergent backgrounds - try- 
ing to find escape in busy-ness, false fronts, and people; there are Steve and Rosa, al- 
ways quarreling- and Rosa trying to possess Deborah, while really hating her; there is 
Deborah, not able to grow up- not sure whether she loves the painter, Buck, or the inef- 
fectual Paul. And there are the Heinrichs, with all their plotting of other people's lives. 
A bit of the South Wind aura, here, in a melange of expatriates, seeking reality where no 
reality- for them- can lie. Overlong- but worth reading.

Henri, Florette Doubleday 
KINGS MOUNTAIN $3.00 


The famous and decisive revolutionary battle attractively packaged in a light, 
refreshing, if somewhat simple-minded story of a North Carolina “irregular”, Captain Reece 
MacDermott, a golden-haired giant who fervently believed in the patriots’ cause, his faith- 
less sweetheart Alice in British-occupied Charlotte, and Sally, a captivating half-Cherokee 
girl he meets when forced to retreat into the Carolina mountains to recover from a wound. 
Substantial action, the tentative mystery which surrounds Sally's origins, believable dia- 
logue make up an historical novel which is superficially superior.

The saga of the last “fighting” Apache--the warrior Massai--who escapes from a 
prison train bearing Geronimo and his defeated tribe to Florida exile--travels back to the 
San Carlos Reservation, on foot, taking more than a year to complete his journey--seeks 
peace only to be driven once again to the lonely warpath by the treachery of a tribesman. 
This grim, taut tale of a primitive, elemental man's struggle is exciting and attention- 
holding. A reprint of a 1936 Macmillan book by the author of the best-sellers Wallis of 
Jericho and The Chain.

Gordon, James Roy 
THE YEARS DIVIDE US $2.75 


Against the background of the rather seedy, liberal, literary fringe whose once 
fervent faith in the left is now confused by the issue of Stalin's communism, this telis 
in the first person of John- a political police officer attached to Scotland Yard and in 
plain clothes as a newspaperman, as he is given the case of Joan Wilbur, whose political 
position is suspect. Falling in love with Joan, John is the victim of disintegrating 
doubts and indecision, realizes intellectually that she's a traitor- actual and potential- 
but cannot escape his emotions, and when he helps to tighten the evidence against her, 
finally betrays himself and his post, warns her, but finds that it's too late. A trim 
treatment which lenis a certain conviction and ideological sophistication to what is es- 
sentially a not too important story of romantic conflict and counterespionage. 


Frischauer, Paul Scribner 
SO GREAT A QUEEN $3.00 


A re-telling, with much amplification and modernization, of the biblical story 
of Esther, her foster-father, Mordecai, and how she became the Queen of Queens. The Jews 
here are the "“fair-skinned foreigners"; Theres, after winning Vashti when she is deposed ~ 
after her refusal to appear naked before the King of Kings, pays for his ambitions to suc- 
ceed the ruler by death; Esther attempts to avoid being chosen by the King but her way- 
wardness catches his fancy and she realizes that in her new position she can be of help 
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to her people; Mordecai is the means of warning the King twice against uprisings; and 
Haman, throughout the villain, is the leader of the Popular Program, demanding the perse- 
cution of the fair-skinned people, intent on revenge on Esther, aiming for control of the 
empire and the means by which the ceremony of Purim came into being. This underlines the 
contemporary parallels:- the power of racial and religious prejudice, the imminence of 
war and the devising of new weapons, the decadence of the ruling class: the story through- 
out makes use of present-day vocabulary and thought-patterns. Not perhaps as telling as 
previous treatments of biblical themes but interesting in its comparisons and its ap- 
proach to life of that period.

Suhl, Yuri Macmillan 
ONE FOOT IN AMERICA $3.00 


An immigrant story - of Shloime - who comes from Gelician Poland to the United 
States in 1923 and who learns American ways from his greenhorn days on. With his learned 
Talmudist father, and his own circle of Brooklyn relatives, Shloime, now Sol, finds out 
that he must control his cockiness, that getting a job is not the same as keeping it. As 
he manages to get rid of his earlocks little by little he also sheds his old country ways 
when he finds hunger cannot keep up with them in the new country and that being a Jew is 
not the curse it was back there. There are his experiences as a butcher boy, in school, 
in love (first with Shirley then with Beatrice), and in matchmaking for his father; there 
is his exposure to Commnism, a chance to learn about sex (which he pretends has been suc- 
cessful), his courtship which is chaperoned by a horse, and the vigorous life of not only 
the synagogue but of the streets and the pushcarts. An understanding picture of immigrant 
life, the lights and the shadows, this has the feel of authentic reporting and adds a 
colorful panel to life in a new world.

Fenwick, Elizabeth Rinehart 
AFTERWARDS $2.50 


The sensitive, shadowed perceptiveness which distinguished The Long Wing and 
attracted a discerning rather than indiscriminate audience is again evidenced here in a 
second novel of uncertain, uneasy lives caught in the aftermath of emotions which are 
played out. Eila, who had abandoned her husband, Nick, and her boy, Barty, for a young 
soldier who had been killed in the war and left her with a small child, now returns after 
four years of estrangement on a visit to her mother, with whom Nick and Barty lived. 
Anxious, confused, Eila faces the initial anger of her mother which fades out as the young- 
er child offers the old woman another chance at maternal appropriation; she also faces her 
responsibility towards Barty who stays away from home too much- to escape his grandmother, 
as well as her own bondage to her mother more and more insistently stressed. It is Barty 
who decides the issue for Eila, as she stays on for his sake, forfeits an unknown future. 
A delicate dissection here of emotions which are disturbed rather than intense, of people 
who are caught in a complexity of relationships which confuses them but from which they 
cannot escape.

Wornum, Miriam McGraw-Hill 
PORTRAIT IN THE DARK — $2.75 

A close-up of a marriage and the aftermath of widowhood which throws a soft fo- 
cus on Thelma who married a painter, Richard Halferd, at 17, had only known serenity in 
the uncertain, rather untidy life they lived together. With his sudden death- of & heart 
attack- she projects and rejects the possible paths open to her; with Janelou, her daughter, 
whose hard, bright efficiency is rather frightening, the prospect of the highly oriered, 
antiseptic regime she would have to follow seems impossible. She also forecasts living 
with Tom, her son, who'd married an older American woman she scarcely knows, or with her 
spinster sister, Vi, and as an alternative chooses suicide. How unjustified this decision 
is is shown with a gentle irony in the closing chapters.

PRETEND I AM A STRANGER $2.75 


a Bill Maclaren, raised in a poor London area by a drunken fether and gin-tippling 
aunt, grows up without courage and is terrified at the thought of what lies ahead when he 
is drafted in 1939. Captured by the Germans in Normandy, Bill is tortured and momentarily 
cracks, mistakenly believes that he has given away the position of his unit and caused its 
extermination. Temporarily stricken dumb by his horror at his supposed betrayal, Maclaren 
is sent back to England for psychiatric treatment, feigns loss of memory and assumes a new 
identity. Slowly and stumblingly entering his new life as Bill Connor, he writes a novel 
of his experiences, happens upon the estranged wife of his closest army buddy, and loarns 
that her husband is reported killed. Though their way is beset by her unsavory friends 
from the fringe of the theater, his old boyhood and army acquaintances, the reappearance 
of Mary's husband as a black market operator, they both come to a full understanding of 
themselves and each other and Bill at last wins his way to courage. With a neatly turned 
plot and the two main characters, Bill and Mary, presented as complex, believable adults, 
the book still suffers from a rather too slick presentation of its material and too many 


asides and interpolations by the author.

THE MARE'S NEST $3.50 


A strange, compulsive type of writing to this which ranges backward in time as 
well as in contemporary happenings and which has to do with the southwestern town of St. 
Andrews and all the closemeshed antagonisms, bloodless feuds, emotional irrationalities, 
that are circumscribed by the mere event of living - and dying - there. Beginning with 
young Jacob and his unwitting devotion to his father, after the murders of his mother and 
sister, on to the death in life that the once beautiful Bessie Ritchie knew, it progresses 
to Jacob's adoption of the town and the people he lived with and worked for. There is the 
self-damning millionaire, Ivan, old Mollie Shaver whose death was so demanded by the woman 
imprisoned by her daughter, the acquisition of the old Rolls Royce from the Indians, which 
took Mollie's grandson away from home; there is also the story of Ada Shaver's marriage to 
Orlo » her affair with Ivan along with the legendary story of the Russian who came to save 
men's souls and who ended up by capturing the wealth of Mollie's father.

THIS BRITTLE GLORY $3.00 ,— 


Although English, this is an expansive, emotional portrayal of a woman's ambi- 
valence between the husband and son who need her, and the great artistic gift with which 
she is endowed. Deborah, whose serenity, innocence and talent attract Valentine Borek, a 
portraitist, embittered by his Jewish father's death in Europe, erratic, neurotic, marries 
him. More for his sake than for hers, she has the child which will counteract many of his 
anxieties, and the child does much to stabilize his temperament. The war years intervene; 
Van is imprisoned in Italy and returns aged and broken in spirit, his desire to paint des- 
troyed. Deborah, who in this time has advanced immeasureably as an artist, has the final 
recognition of her exceptional gifts with the award of a fellowship, sacrifices it in or- 
der to salvage Van...

* Ienard Kaufman, who had a certain critical reception with his graveyard delin- 
quents in The Lower Part of the Sky and his idiot child in Tender Mercy, has quieted down 
in his new novel which is much more believable in situation, draws considerable compassion 
from the story of Jubel Watson, whose wife has just died, and his four children. All who 
had planned to abandon the old man after the funeral and return to their private lives of 
private torture, are stayed by the knowledge that he has a little money- particularly 
Bertram, while the others are determined to keep Bertram from exploiting him. As Jubel 
decides to spend three months with each, without interference or imposition, they all find 
his presence a decisive factor in their lives. Bertram adopts a child, for the legacy the 
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child might inherit, but is caught by the hold of a paternity he had never wanted; Helen 
in love with a married man, turns away towards another who might give her marriage; Jubel, 
Jr. married to too rich a girl who wants him to give up the theatre, stays with his career; 
and Eve, married to a drinking Georgia cracker, gains the courage to leave him- at the cost 
of her father's life. The gentle, unobtrusive and infinite understanding of Jubel- who 
only wants to know the children who have grown away from him gives this book its special 
quality, generates a power which is this time independent of the abnormal, the sensational.

CHARACTER AND SITUATION $3.00 


* Mr. Christopher Sykes’ six short stories are introduced by Mr. Evelyn Waugh- and 
they are all perceptive, intelligent, measured, detailed, precise, serious and amusing. 
Sykes gathers all the elements together- character, atmosphere, conversation, description 
and idea. He is a real storyteller, uses exotic countries as a montage. Me and My Brother 
is set in Teheran, Persia and concerns Sykes (who is assumed to be the narrator of each 
story) and a black chauffeur whom he detests. Phillips, the chauffeur, who is a Christian 
native of Madras, lies, cheats, swindles, but a bond is nevertheless established between 
the two men. In Not For Psychologists a psychiatrist tinkers dangerously with a “middle 
class" workman's sub-conscious and gets his theories scraped along the bottom. Conflicting 
Passions follows a leftist Canon on an impetuous trip to Spain where he tries to get in- 
volved with a non-existent leftist committee. In The Sacred and the Profane set in North 
Africa, a Father Macdonnel rides in a horse race to recover a stolen chalice. In Saint 
George, a famous London beauty is kidnapped and rescued in India. Each story is full- 
bodied yet clean-cut, has a kind of philosophic calm. Mr. Sykes is the author of Four 
Studies in Loyalty which had a very fine press.

Further in the apparently unending Barsetshire genealogy,this carries on with 
the marriage of Lucy and Sam Adams, Jessica and her twin daughters, Oliver's determinedly 
undying devotion to her, a domestic crise at Stories and Mrs. Brandon's happy escape from 
it, and the interrelation of Close and County. By this time, to start with a recent vol- 
ume in the series, a new reader, although properly introduced to each character, would no 
doubt suffer some confusion for the engagements, marriages and births provide some baffling 
(even to the characters themselves) by-paths in the Barsetshire social register.

Sitwell, Sir Osbert Little, Brown - A.M.P. 
NOBLE ESSENCES $4.00 


This is the final volume of the great Sitwell autobiography which began with 
Left Hand, Right Hand and gave us the fine following volumes of The Scarlet Tree, Great 
Morning amd Laughter In The Next Room. Differing greatly from its predecessors which 
traced with leisured pace the family history of the Sitwells, their Tudor lineage, their 
mid-Victorian relatives of high social sphere and great wealth, and Sir Osbert's own per- 
sonal growth - from childhood, boyhood, through his war experiences, attempts at political 
life on to his final location in the life of creative artist and art patron, - with himself 
as the focal point of the scene always, this volume portrays the same period through a 
series of brilliant portraits of Sir Osbert's contemporary artist friends. This is not a 
volume dedicated to the "perishable flower of Mayfair" but to the "immortelle of Blooms- 
bury". For, as the author states in his opening, he here tries to “"Delineate the era 
through the portraits of people of exceptional talent, wit and genius". They number about 
two dozen, among them the most fully rounded and complete being Edmund Gosse, the critic, 
Ronald Firbank, the writer, Ada Leverson, the wit and friend of three generations of ar- 
tists, Gabriel d’Annunzio, the poet and politician, Violet Gordon Woodhouse, the musician, 
and Richard Sickert, the artist - and there are many others as equally interesting. The 
portraiture is brilliant, precise, witty and eccentric and the outstanding quality is that, 
in describing others and his reasons for liking them, the author most clearly reveals him- 
self. He is an artist, a wit, an aristocrat and something resembling an old Italian, 
princely patron of all the arts. His tastes are unique, highly individualized, a little 
odd, sometimes perverse and always playful. He is a veritable St. George against the 
great dragon of Stuffiness. And in his onslaught against the Vile Worm he sometimes over- 
looks some real worth or gives too fulsome credit to a minor angel of revolt. Sometimes 
his very crusade against dullness is imbued with an excessive moral fervor. But on the 
whole he is a great English gentleman, kind, generous, witty, zestful, arrogant - and odd - 
a refreshing mixture and only in the end does one sense his deep despondency over the pass- 
ing of his class. One of the few first rate pieces of writing of our day. A "mst" for 
almost anyone - especially lovers of the arts.

* The second report on the contemporary cause celebre, the Hiss-Chambers case, (and 
Whittaker Chambers’ more suspect version will also appear this fall), this is based on the 
actual records (here quoted extensively), is far more interpretative and intelligent in its 
insights than the de Toledano and Lasky Seeds of Treason. However de Toledano and Lasky, 
who got there fustest with a fairly hurried mostest, may be difficult to dislodge from an 
established position on the best seller list. In any case, there should be a place for 
this with the more critical as well as the comparative reader. Cooke, who is less partisan 
than de Toledano and Lasky, shared with many the "instinctive preference" for Hiss as 
against Chambers which was to be shaken by the immtable evidence, does not exclude (which 
they did) the details injurious to Chambers, an untidy, brooding, ex-Communist. He gives 
in complete detail the records from the first accusation to the indictment to the first 
trial, and the sections of the second trial which introduced new tactics, new testimony. 
There is a profile presentation of the judge, the jury, and the counsels in each, and there 
is an important introductory analysis of the political climate of the 30's and the 40's, 
the indifference of the one as against the quickly nettled hysteria of the spy scare we are 
now riding. And at the close, in spite of the conviction, there is just a suggestion of 
the lingering doubt which still remains, the illogical imponferable of a crime which was 
out of keeping with the character of the man convicted.

An excellently written biography of the famous editor, the only man to make money 
on a liberal newspaper and coiner of that famous phrase, "Go West, Young Man", this book 
succeeds in bringing alive a man and his era, one of the most roaring and bustling in Amer- 
ican history.

Each phase of Greeley's life, from printer's devil, young New York pub- 
lisher, moralist, Whig and one of the founders of the Republican Party, supporter of Lin- 
coln and the anti-slavery movement, presidential candidate running aginst Grant, and fi- 
nally garrulous old "Sage of Chappaqua”, is handled with a firm, sure touch. A worthy 
addition to any library.

A history of the Union Oil Company of California which is representative of the 
history of oil in this country from the unpredictable excitement of its beginnings to the 
vast profits it later involved. Union Oil's story is largely that of lyman Stewart, a 
veteran operator who went to California in 1882 where oil had been overlooked for gold, 
was off to a bad start with seven dry holes in a row. Some years later Union was to merge 
with three other companies, Stewart was to clash on policy with Bard, the President, whom 
he eventually dislodged, until finally through bigger and better years Union was to drill 
some 8000 wells between the Equator and the Arctic Circle. Considered here also is the 
competition of coal, the pyramidding problems of financing, the scientific extension of 
prospecting and refining, and there is appended a chronology of its wells and their pro- 
duction.

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ery in their plants. His story of his first three years there, which forms the main part 
of the book, features many of the known facts about life within the Soviet; the many short- 
ages and inadequacies; the prevalent propaganda; the general attitude of distrust and the 
ever-present G.P U.; the many difficulties in householding with the ever-increasing food 
problem. Spending a year in Siberia in the interim, Wood returned to Russia in 1937, the 
year of terrorization, trials and purges; went back a third time in 1941 but returned home 
after Pearl Harbor. There is little that is not generally known here, but the details of 
this wide-scale conversion and mechanization, of the people known, and the problems feced 
have a narrative interest.

Opening with the very young years, the authors (parents of six) indicate the variables in 
growth; the right kind of discipline and the margin for error to be maintained; the hand- 
ling of sex differences; the constant need for approval and affection which should always 
be in evidence. They discuss the selection of a nursery school, and what your child learns 
in group experience; suggest the proper play materials for the home, books, toys (this is 
true at each age level). And through the kindergarten age, the first school years and the 
middle years they discuss the right type of home and school program, the tendencies which 
are prevalent, the interests to be encouraged. All in all, this covers childhood and its 
many phases, problems, needs in considerable detail and with considerable insight. And the 
extensiveness of its coverage in the small but perplexing points of day to day handling 
makes it of particular value to parents.

“pronze god of the whole contemporary literary experience in America", these reflect much 
of the excitement Hemingway has aroused for more than three decades but are never unaware 
of the many immaturities in his work which has nonetheless been the spearhead and stimulus 
of his generation. There is Gertrude Stein's portrait of her protege in Paris as a young 
man; Malcolm Cowley's more contemporary Life magazine profile of "Mr. Pepa", now grizzled 
and paternal, and the cheapening of his legend "when he became the most public of his char- 
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acters” (Alfred Kazin); there is Elliot Paul criticizing his critics; but the majority of 
these essays deal with his individual or cumulative works, stress the obsession with physi- 
cal courage and with death, the vision of life which was one of "perpetual annihilation” 
from war to the bull ring or the jungle, and the emphasis on action which must be virile 
and violent. The pieces by Maxwell Geismar and Alfred Kazin are of particular brilliance, 
and other contributors include Lincoln Kirstein, Max Eastman, John Peale Bishop, Edmund 
Wilson, Delmore Schwartz.

My psychoanalysis, even more than my operation, offers an unlimited opportunity 
for personal self-expression, but may catch a certain amount of popular curiosity particu- 
larly in its liberated sexual admissions.

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which cured a nearly fatal stomach ulcer; the techniques of free association and dream in- 
terpretation used; the varying phases of his relationships with his analyst; the unmasking 
of early memories, of the scars of anti-semitism in his youth, of his resentment of his 
father, and of his sexual experiences- explicitly and extensively. A psyche probe, for 
those who want to probe along with him, or want to see how it's done.

An extremely narrative presentation of the lady Arabella, who was a pawn in the 
plot for a throne, for as the orphaned niece of the murdered Mary, she was a threat in the 
event of a marriage, not only to Elizabeth but also to Arabella’s cousin, James, when he 
became king. This is the tale of her adventures at Court, the intrigue over marriages for 
her, her escapades that got her into trouble, her irrepressible passion for Essex which 
kept her bound to him even after his death. Under James, she was just as much trouble, and 
when she met William Seymour, many years her junior, she knew romance again and married him 
in spite of all displeasure. Even when he was imprisoned they managed to meet but their 
final escape to France was unsuccessful for Arabella was caught and sent to the Tower, nev- 
er to see her husband again. Not a too important figure of history but one which represents 
the romanticism of the period and which makes a colorful, if politically involved, story.

This is an inquiry into the great basic problems, adjustments and accommodations- 
in depth as well as in extent--that have confronted man during his evolutionary historic, 
or transitional phases of development from savagery to civilization. It leads up toa 
glimpse at his possible future, should the posthistoric stage, of unchanging continuity 
when all individualism and individual genius will be subordinated to the mass, ever come 
to pass. With its arguments fully backed by quotations from leading authorities and schol- 
ars, and liberally foot-noted, this would make a top-rate doctoral thesis, but makes for 
tremendously difficult reading for the average layman.

An informative and individual presentation of the great themes in art which "com- 
bines the historical, aesthetic approaches through comparison of the various ways in which 
certain similar themes have been approached by artists of different periods". With a pre- 
liminary discussion of style and the factors which shape it, Zucker has selected certain 
categories, the human body, group composition, portraiture, landscape, interiors, still

After 
a brief enlistment in the army at 18 during the Civil War, Henry headed west to hunt along 
the Upper Missouri River; lived for a time with the peaceful Crow Indians but faced the 
constant danger of the Sioux; served as a scout for wagon trains, mined a little, and then 


started to raise sheep in Montana. Marrying Julia, whom he met back East and who came from 


a fashionable, fastidious background, he was often thoughtless in the life he imposed on 
her, but Julia survived the birth of a baby in a blizzard, the death of a second child, 
subdued his restlessness and despondency until finally, selling his ranch and his stock, 
they headed east for a new life. Authentic early Americana, this has human interest as 
well as regional.

* For the Cuppy collector this posthumous volume, on which he had been working for 
many years, is a condensed, personal interpretation of history from the days of the Egyp- 
tians up to the New World, edited by Fred Feldkamp and illustrated by drawings from the 
spare but effective pen of William Steig. Master of the flat statement, which ends ina 
double-take, Cuppy makes the most of the odd spots of olden times and adds to them not 
only asides in the text but out-of-hand footnotes to make for a greater (in)coherence and 
(non)essential education. From Cheops and Hatshepsut, on to Pericles, Alexander, Hannibal, 
Cleopatra and Nero, through Attila and Iucrezia Borgia, some Greats (Louis IX, Du Barry, 
Peter, Catherine, Frederick), he progesses to William the Conqueror, Henry VIII, Elizabeth, 
George III and as far as leif, Columbus, Montezuma, Captain John Smith and Miles Standish. 
There are two further chapters on royal pranks and royal stomachs.... As you can see, quite 
a handful of Cuppy-siantics. The introduction by the editor is a tribute to the author, 
and a short but interesting picture of him. Perhaps your easiest comparison is an American 
version of :066 And All That in the humorous market.

What happens when wanderlust attacks an apparently domesticated pastor is here 
told by one who resigned his pulpit, acquired some newspaper assignments (from the Chicago 
Sun-Times and the Christian Register ) to free lance in the Fast. Paying his own expenses, 
and eager for an international sortie, he made his way to Japan before it was opened to 
visitors and unofficial civilians, where he was promptly in trouble by merely being there- 
and immediately landed squarely in the middle of what turned out to be an earthquake of 
major proportions. He did magic before the Japanese Crown Prince, he climbed Fujiyama, 
called on wrestling monks, interviewed V.I.P.'s, rode the Mudken airlift, broadcast from 
the Philippines, rode out a typhoon, observed an exploding volcano, hunted guerrillas in 
Malay, leopards in India, and braved the hazards of getting into Tibet.

From the Jewish cartographers who played a 
part in the early discovery of America, Columbus (who may well have been a Jew), this fol- 
lows down to the Jewish pioneering period in South America, Jamaica, and then the newly 
colonized America. There is their growing group life as commnities formed; the profession- 
al and industrial activities; their outstanding individuals in each era; their participa- 
tion in the Revolution, in the opening up of the west, in anti-slavery. And with modern 
times there is the reform movement against the traditional orthodoxy, the new immigrations 
and the increasing anti-semitism, Zionism, and the present day patterns of assimilation 
and the great men who have taken part in public life, Brandeis, Frankfurter, Cardozo, etc.

Dr. Lane 
describes the various types of mountains, the fold, the block and the dislocation, their 
plateaus and passes and valleys; and those eccentrics of nature- the fire mountains or vol- 
canoes.

THE AMERICAN AS REFORMER $2.25 


By one of the leading, interpretative historians of our time, this short study 
was made possible by the Haynes' Foundation and is an informed, stimulating consideration 
of the reform impulse in America, from its first upsurge in 1841 with Emerson to its abid- 
ing vitality derived from the Declaration of Independence. Schlesinger uses the instance 
of abolitionism as the illustration of the reform impulse in action, later goes on to show 
how in our two party political system, minor reform parties which have sporadically emer- 
ged have been usually ineffectual, sometimes harmful. And in his closing commentary on the 
nature of the reformer and revolt, he examines the “badly mauled" terms- American and Amer- 
icanism-shows how in our hatred of Communism we are also jeopardizing our heritage of free- 
dom.

The richness of Carl Van Doren's scholarship is singularly evident in this some- 
what unexpected biography of Benjamin Franklin's beloved sister, its importance inevitably 
lying in the new facet of Franklin's own personality. To her- during his lifetime- he wrote- 
irregularly to be sure, but more frequently than to most of his correspondents, and many of 
his letters and some of hers have been unearthed in Carl Van Doren's almost lifelong pre- 
occupation with Franklin's letters and writings. Through these surviving letters, Mr. Van 
Doren has reconstructed the story of certain aspects of boyhood and youth, of family rela- 
tionships, of the hardships and difficulties experienced by Franklin's Boston relations, 
and particularly the tragic history of the ill-starred Mecom branch, with the dominant 
Strain of madness. But through it all there shines the star of unremitting devotion and 
mutual admiration between brother and sister, concern for each other's welfare, pride in | 
her brother's fame and achievements on the part of the sister, generosity and thoughtful- 
ness- and occasional adroitly administered brotherly rebuke and advice- on the part of 
Benjamin Franklin. Then too, for the scholar of the period, there is the background of the 
daily life of Colonial and Revolutionary and post-Revolutionary times, the household strug- 
gles with bare necessities of living, some details of furnishings, equipment, what they ate 
and wore. Jane turned an extra penny now and then by transforming bits of fabric and trim- 
ming into finery for the richer neighbors; and throughout her life, now and again, she made 
the Crown soap, famous largely through association with the Franklin name. Inventories, 
wills, advertisements, records as well as correspondence have contribued to a work of 
scholarship, which at no point will offend the purists who demand of historical biography 
no vestige of fictionization. For the average reader- and perhaps for writers of the fut- 
ure- there is here the material for the type of fictionized biographical story now more 
popular with the general public. This, posthumously published, will stand as probably the 
last completed work from the hand of one whose contribution to American letters is his 
finest memorial. Illustrated.

One of the war's most fantastic episodes, the escape of nearly one hundred pri- 
soners of war, was engineered and executed by the allied P.O.W.'s at Stalag Iuft III in 
German Silesia on a cold and windy March night in 1944. Frustrated by three years of un- 
successful, small-scale attempts at tunneling their way to safety, the men decided that 
this time they would create so vast an escape mechanism that no necessary detail would be 
overlooked. X organization soon swung into action, papers and passports were forged, 4 
tailor shop was set up to convert allied uniforms into rough facsimiles of civilian dress, 
fat lamps to light the tunnels were made from tin cans, margarine and pajama cord for wicks, 
Shovels were turned out from pieces of old stoves, air-pumps from old kit bags and air 
pipe-lines from empty powdered milk cans securely joined together. Three tunnels, each 
30 feet deep and nearly 200 feet long, were begun and two reached completion. Yet unlike 
fictional escapes, this one ended in grim tragedy when all save a few were caught and mur- 
dered in cold blood by the Gestapo. An unusual war story, which has many of the elements 
of The Trojan Horse but not the literary quality, and it is to be remembered that that 


book did not reach a wide public in spite of its press.

* Almost more than other campaign of the present war, that of the Mediterranean 
Theatre- the "soft underbelly of the Axis" as Churchill so wrongly called it- was com- 
pounded of elements reminiscent of the heyday of the Foreign Iegion,- intrigue, suspense, 
a secret mission to a secret seaside villa in Algeria, another to Rome, the spiriting of 
General Giraud out of Vichy, France, the strange but necessary alliance with Darlan, and 
then the bloody,muddy and most unexpectedly long and difficult Italian campaign where the 
roster of troops sounded like the roll-call of the allied nations. These are elements 
to make any book interesting, and, if past history, still exciting, and General Clark has 
capitalizec fully on them. There are sketches of Churchill, of Eisenhower in his difficult 
coordinating rosition, of the war's lesser known heroes, the officers and enlisted men of 
the battle command Clark wanted and finally received. And there is the series of almost 
fatal blunders which followed the taking of Rome when the Western Allies seemed almost de- 
termined to play into the hands of the Russians. Tito might have left the Kremlin's orbit 
sooner, and the present list of satellite nations might have been smaller. And when Clark 
was made American high commissioner of Austria he experienced more of the same lack of 
foresight and he concludes with a political sophistication not common to the military- "We 
celebrated a victory when in reality we had not won the War”. Honest, forceful, colorful, 
this is one of the best books to come from World War II‘s top brass, but it is to be re- 
membered that the majority of them have met with general reader reluctance. 


Mann, Marty Rinehart 
PRIMER OF ALCOHOLISM $2.00 


This is a book that has been needed - and it is a pleasure to report that on 
every count, the result justifies the hope that such a "primer" could be done. Here is 
no ABC cure; in fact, the whole is based on the acceptance that there is no “cure” for 
actual and properly diagnosed alcoholism, if by cure is meant that an alcoholic can be- 
come a normal drinker. BUT- and this is infinitely more important, this book is a ray of 
light on a topic too often sidetracked from ignorance or embarrassment or misunderstanding; 
it is a chart of procedure for relatives and friends - and for alcoholics themselves ,which 
should lead (A) to proper identification of the Alcoholic as distinguished from the heavy 
drinker, the situational drinker, the psychiatric drinker; (B) to what should be and can 
be done about it to make an Alcoholic into a person who can lead a normal happy life in to- 
day's society. The greater part of the book deals specifically with the symptoms, the 
steps, the stages by which an Alcoholic is identifiable, to himself or to others. Import- 
ant chapters deal with the Don'ts for the family and friends. A layman's presentation of 
the various approaches, professional and layman, to Alcoholics, with comment on the degree 
of their proven value, the hope in their direction, and the value in combination with such 
projects of group therapy as Alcoholics Anonymous, and such centers of information as the 
National Committee on Alcoholism is striving to extend to all parts of the country. Al- 
coholics Anonymous, and the extraordinarily effective work accomplished over a period of 
fifteen years, is perhaps given emphasis that those who do not know its work may feel dis- 
proportionate, but in the aggregate, the mumbers literally saved by A.A. more than justify 
the focus placed upon it. A book that everyone concerned in the subject as an immediate 
problem would do well to read and ponder.

Given six months to live by his doctor, and fed up with the garish gaieties of 
wartime Miami Beach, Bill Westley went sight-seeing and stumbled upon the Denis-Roosevelt 
Chimpanzee Farm and Anthropoid Ape Research Foundation at Dania, Florida. Always a push- 
over for animals, Bill decided there could be no better way to spend his last six months 
other than to hunt anthropoids for the Foundation’s medical, mtritional and psychological 
research program- in Africa. This is the tale of his high and low moments while on the 
trail of man's nearest brethren. It is also a revealing picture of present day Africa and 
particularly the natives, trapped by European expansion into a new way of life which be- 
wilders them. And there are of course the monkeys- particularly a little pigmy chimp call- 
ed Johnney who liked his scotch with soda, and who eventually became a sergeant-major in a 
British Army unit stationed there. The expedition seemed to work the necessary wonders, 
since Westley is still alive to tell about this more purposeful form of game hunting some 
six years later.

CLASSICS AND COMMERCIALS $5.00 


From the New Yorker, the Nation, New Republic and other periodicals, this col- 
lects between covers some 67 critical articles. Among the "Commercials", Douglas’ The 
Robe, Bromfield'’s What Became of Anna Bolton, and Anya Seton's The Turquoise are scored; 
and in the same vein are three articles attacking the current mystery field which has no 
candidates to rival the classics- Poe and Doyle. The “Classics” include reappraisals of 
Jane Austen, Thackeray, Edith Wharton, Tolstoy, Swift, etc., etc. and among the moderns 
there are James Joyce, Evelyn Waugh, Sartre, Beerbolm, Faulkner, Dali- the superficial 
“California school" (Steinbeck, Cain and Saroyan) and the delightful recent rediscovery- 
Ronald Firbank. The isolated, olympian superiority, the tendency to evaluate by standards 
which are at times inappropriate (this is for example true in his attitude toward detective 
fiction), has on occasion aggravated a -shall we say- simpler reading public. But there 
is no question that, within his limitations, which are highly intellectual in taste and 
expectations, Wilson is an interesting if demanding critic.

Another research into the lives of the Brontes, this is an animated, agile pre- 
sentation of an ever fascinating speculation. For the tragic drama does not lose in the 
retelling, and the immortals of the early 19th century are here traced, backwards and for- 
wards, from the doom their father projected over their lives, ani on to the reflections 
of their lives, characters and environments in their writings. As a picture of an "entire 
femily stricken with genius," this naturally concentrates on the darkness and death that 
came to them at Haworth, of the part the wooden soldiers and their childish play and writ- 
ings had in their later work, of the manner in which they lived one life and wrote of an- 
other, of the enigma that was Emily and the problem that was Branwell, of the lesser known 
fame of Anne, and of Charlotte and her probable romance and her actual marriage.
